The committee anendment to LB 263 becomesthe bill. It retains the purposes of the bill but
adds clarification. The purpose of thisbill isto eliminate the requirement for a public notice and
hearing for any solid waste facility that is requesting minor changes to its permit, so long as the
director of the Department of Environmental Quality finds that the public health and welfare will

not be endangered.
